Sir,—It is probably not renllsed 
by the majority of people that most 
of the Mquor busincas done - in 
Hongkong 1s done with Chinese 
denters for export to other parts of 
South China, and that the new rules 
imposed by the Government recent- 
regarding the export of Liquor 
are slowly but surely killing, what, 
to nm good many merchants and 
denlera, Is quite 1 profitable trade. 


The new law is, briefly. that a 
Chinese concern may only export 
Hquor from the Colony after flrut 
depositing local: duty for same at 
the Imports & Exports Office. 
Thin deposit Is returnable in full 
upon production of a certificate of 
lunding at destination, 


It in, of course, obvious to anyone 
who has or has had dealings with

sonable limit to human endurance. 
Do these powers desire to strain our 
patience and tolerance to the point 
of exhaustion.” 


Natural Question. 


Streasing Dr. Sun Yat-sen’s 
deathbed behest, and the convoca- 
tlon of the People’s Convention that 
the abolition of unequal treaties 
should be necomplished with’ the 
least possible delay, the Forelgn 
Minlater pointed out that the 
People’s Convention would meet on 
May 6, and consequently it vas 
natural that the Chinese Govern- 
ment and people should ask: will 
the unequal:trenties be abolished 
by then?’ Mr. Wang expressed 
hia earnest hope that the Chinese 
Government und the people of 
Great’ Britain and the United 
States, as well as the other powers 
concerned, would courageously 
selze the fleeting time by the fore- 
lock, and co-operate with the

When-our children grow up they 
ure going to be precisely like all 
the millions of children who have 
grown up before them. 

That is, they are going to be 
human and to be human is to re-

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THE NEED OF GREATER 
CO-ORDINATION. 


Not once, but on many occasions, 
has evidence been forthcoming of 
a regrettable lack of co-ordination 
between various Departments of 
the Hongkong Government in deal- 
ing. with matters which concern 
more than one branch of the ser- 
vice. This Week, there wag n fur- 
ther most illuminating instance 
of this provided ‘in the case in 
which well-known Chinese wine 
und spirit merchants were pro- 
secuted on an allegation of 
having made material alterations 
to a bonded liquor warchause, con- 
trary to passed plans. With the 
merits of the case, the public 
cannot haye been greatly interest- 
ed, though to the firm concerned 
Aa 
events turned out, the prosecution 
avas unable to sustain its case, the 
evidence called being regarded by 
the Magistrate as unconvincing. 
Most people who read the reports 


‘of the case, however, must have 


félt some measure of sympathy for 
concerns placed in similar circum- 
stances’ when dealing with the 
Government—told to do one thing 
by one Department and then re- 
ceiving diametrically opposite 
orders from another. : 
In the cnse under notice, at least 
three Departments were concern- 
ed, und tho question of avhether 
or not 4 certain opening!should be 
permitted seems to have ‘been view. 
ed by ench from its own particular 
stundpoint, irrespective of the 
nttitude of the others. Questions 
of ventilation, fire safety. measures, 
und possible facilities for smug- 
gling were involved, and it seems 
to have been nobody's business to 
attempt an adjustment of the 
several ‘viewpoints. It was evi- 
dently the old, old story of De- 
partments working in watertight 
compartments, each oblivious of 
the claims of the others, with the 
subjected to

that. doubts arise — whether 
the Government will ever learn to 
‘conduct its affairs on-s business- 
like basis. Jf the same spirit of 
internal discord and lack of co- 
operation were the, rule in com:

Quite apart from the annoyance 
which is caused to those who arp 
the victims of this Inck of system 
In governmental activity, endless 
delays and waste of effort must 
reault from it. ‘In Shanghai, re- 
cently; the Municipality has been 
dealing with this question of co- 
ordination, and the ‘creation of a 
series of Inter-Department Com- 
mittees has been found to produce 
mort beneficial results. Much 
inter-departmental correspondence 
has been rendered unnecessaty 
and considerable duplication has 
been avoided, whilst, even after 1 
reduction in staff, a great improve- 
ment in administrative work and 
in the despatch of public business 
has been rogistered. Tho adoption 
of such a system by our own Gov- 
ernment should be equally satia- 
factory in results. It would cut 
out much of the red-tnpe associa- 
ted with Government work and by 
fringing approprinte officers, of 
the various Departments into close 
contact‘one with the other, it 
would render practically impossi- 
ble slich confusion and muddle a8 
were revenled in the case on which 
these comments are based. 


Extrality Crisis. 


Dr. C. T. Wang’s pronouncement 
on the progress of negotiations for 
abolition or modification of extra- 
territorinlity is, unfortunately, full 
of. ambiguitiés. The one thing 
clearly discernible {s that the 
Nanking Forcign Minister is not 
too plensed. The Powers, we imn- 
gine, have offered him half a loaf 
when his mood prevents him from 
accepting it as better than no 
rend. The vital points at issue 
ure not disclosed, though they are 
‘apparently of sufficient impor- 
tnnee, in the eyes of the Chinese 
Government, to justify a threat of 
a breaking off of negotiations if 
concessions are not made to their 
demands. Strangely enough, Dr. 
Wang begins by stating that the 
goal of the Chinese people's ambi- 
tion is within reasonable and mea- 
surenble distance und concludes 
with veiled threats, the tone of 
which we can only. regret. If 
there is a reasonable _ limit to 
neeeptance of risks, China has 
nat yet learned how to hasten slew- 
ly, | Any plan, however bold, which 
will solve the problem, will be 
heartily welcomed by all for- 
eigners. The principle of aboli- 
tion is accepted on all hands. But 
the solution must: possess charac- 
teristics adequately safeguarding 
foreign tives and property, elFec- 
tively affording protection and 
justice for foreign nationals, The 
issuc is the most serious of the 
many which have been the subject 
of Sino-foreign negotiation since 
Chiang Kani-shek’s great march 
from Canton, and every step must 
first reccive the most careful con- 
sidtration. Britain and America, 
according to Dr. Wang, are more 
fuvourably disposed to the taking 
of bix strides. than certain. other 
Powers, but there is a hint that 
these two Powers are also insiat- 
ing upon a perjod of transition bo- 
fore extrality gocs for good and 
all. Dr. Wang complains that 
China is the only country in the 
world--in) which extrality still 
exists, in which he takes no ac- 
count of the fact that in no other 
country have the Powers to study 
a problem of such. complexity. 
He docs not'realise or, recognise 
the difference between Government 
willingness and Government offec- 
tiveness. Until this difference 
disappears, extraterritorial safe- 
guards cannot be lightly discarded. 
The spirit of accommodation must 
not be expegted unilaterally, any 
more than abrogation of treaty. 
rights londs itself. to _unflateral 
action. We ‘trust Dr. Wang will 
come to see. that insistence on 
gradual abolition at this time is

Of all the world-famous chur. 
ches, none is more celebrated than 
Westminster Abbey, the nat’onal

Romans Highways Being Improved. 


‘+ GREAT INCREASE IN MILEAGE. 


"Since Caesar's legions firat 
taught the Franka and Gauls to 
construct wide, lasting highways 
in the Roman manner, the roads 
of France have slowly but steadily 
increased Jn number -and, par- 
ticularly in the case of main 
highways, in quality. 

During the seventeenth century 
the central government at Paris 
began, for, political and military 
reasons, that network of diroct 
highwaya to all important frontior 
towna which haa over since made 
Paria, the unquestioned heart, 
though not the geographic centre, 
of France. 

Highway construction continued 
to advance although intormittent- 
ly, in the cighteenth century, It 
remained for Napoleon Bonnparte 
to initinte the really systematic 


building and.repair of ronda which 
has continued up to current times 
with undoubted benefit to the 
French nation. 
- Since 1900 the road mileage In 
France has risen more than 20 per 
cont. and now totals fifteen times 
the railrond mileage, in which 
latter field France falls behind 
only the United States, Canada, 
India and Germany, Incidentally, 
there aro 6,580,000 miles of high- 
way in the world (of which the 
United ‘States claims 3,000,000 
miles), -contrasted with 764,000 
miles of railway lines, or 8.6 times 
more rondway than railway.

The Effect of Fatigue ‘and Visual 
Non-co-ordination, 

Normally, the two eyes work 
together ‘in perfect harmony. 
Impulses ore sent to both and are 
responded to equally and simul- 
tancously by both organs. In a 
groat many cases, however, this 
co-ordination between the two 
eyes Is faulty. - One eye tends to 
lag ‘behind its fellow, 
mentary impulse must be given in 
order that actunl squint does not 
develop. i 

It is when a person with defec- 
tive co-ordination is fntigued 
that the latent tendency to aquint 
becomes manifest. Momentary 
periods of double vision are ¢x- 
perienced. Although the reault- 
ant discomfort and® confusion 
quickly arouse the instinctive 
desire for single vision and the 
eyes return to their normal rela- 
tionship, even the momentary dls- 
turbance of vision can have dis- 
astrous effects on driving ef- 
ficiency when, travelling .at high 
npeed.

Anothor eye defect against 
which motorists should be on 
their guard is night blindness.

Colour blindness takes a num- 
her of forma. Contrary to a 
popular belief it docs not imply 
blindness for all colours, but 
merely an inability to distinguish 
between certain colours. Red 
and green blindness are the com- 
monest defects. Any driver who 
suspecta his colour vision should 
obtain the collaboration of some- 
one whose colour vision is known 
to be -yood, and then practise 
naming differently coloured lamps 
under varying conditions of Sll- 
umination, k 

In more than 95 per cent. of 
enses of defective vision properly 
preseribed and_ fitted glasees will 
wive the equivalent of normal 
sight. In the majority of cases 
where the eyes ure incorrectly co- 
ordinated, even When the ‘actual 
vision is quite good, glasses Will 
remedy the defect and thus pre~ 
yent those momentary but highly 
dangerous periods of yisual con- 
fusion, which, by the way, are 
apt to occur during time of acute 
stress or emergency, .

Do not attempt. to test tho 
battery after filling with water. 

" Never put acid Into the battery. 
“A storage battery can only bo 
charged by o direct current, and 
when charging the positive wire 
of the charging current must be 
connected to the positive of tho 
battery, and the negative to tho 
negative. Tho voltngo of the 
charging current should be some- 
what greater than that of the bat- 
tery. while the amperage should 
not. be above one-tenth of the 
enpacity. When a dnttery is 
charged or discharged very quickly 
it will overheat, and this over 
heating mity result in the plates 
warping. When the plates Warp 
the paste will fall out of the xrids. 
Not only will this prevent tho bat- 
tery from taking a charge, but it’ 
will short circuit the plates at the 
bottom. For this reason the bat- 
tery must be charged slowly. 
Using the starting motor for a 
considerable time at o stretch 
means a-quick discharging of the 
battery and a possitle overheating 
and warping. Therefore, if the 
engine does not start quickly, do 
not use the starter for a long time. 

Keep your battery clean. If the 
smallest quantity of Iron or copper, 
ete. gets into tho battery, an iron 
or copper sulphate will form on 
the plates and so make them in- 
active. B : 

Do not leave a battery standing 
in a discharged state for any 
length of. time. ’ . 

It Is a yood practice to wipe the 

terminals with a cloth on which 
there is a little vaseline, 
_ Acid must never be put into the 
battery. .If the electrolyte is 
spied by accident, the battery 
must be refilled with a solution of 
acid and water. It is best to let 
the battery’man do this for you, 

Wher you disconnect the battery 
wrap the terminal wires in inaulat- 
ing tape.

REMOVING AN INJUSTICE TO 
SCOTLAND. 


LAW TO BE AMENDED. 


The Gazette contains the draft 
of an Ordinance to amend the 
Leal Practitioners Ordinance, 
1871. : : . 

It fa explained’ that under 
section 21 of the principal Ordin- 
ance the court is empowered to 
upprove, admit, and enrol such 
persona as have been ‘admitted as 
attorneys, solicitors, or writers in 
one of the courts of London, 
Dubin or) Edinburgh, or ux 
proctors Jn cany  Ecclesinstical 
Court in England, to prnctiae aa 
solicitors In the court, ond the 
expreasion “writer” is to be decm- 
ed to include “law agents” ons 
defined in section 1 of the Act, 36 
and 37 Victoria, chapter 63. 


It is felt that the limitation to 
named cities ia too restrictive. 
The rights und dutics of Law 
Agents in Scotland are regulated 
by the Law Agents (Scotland) 
Acts, 1873 and 1891. The term 
“Law Agent” (equivalent = to 
“solicitor in England) in defined 
.by the former Act as “Law Agents, 
ahall include Writers to the 
Stenet, Solicitors in the Supreme 
Court, Procurators in any Sheriff 
Court, and every person entitled | 
to practise as an Agent ina court 
of Law in Scotland.” 


The Secretary of State, in a 
recent circular Despatch (dated 
the Bth January, 1931) forwarding 
an extract ‘from n memorandum 
of the Council of the Scottish Law 
Agents Society regarding admis- 
slon to practise in the Colonies, 
atates that he is sure that the 
Intention ia that the same privi- 
lege should be conferred upon 
solicitors in Scotland as upon 
solfeitors in fsngland and that 
therefore the reference, xo far na 
Scotland is concerned, should be 
“daw agents admitted to practise 
in Scotland” nnd nothing: more.

On appearing‘ In the Snecial 
District Court the murderers, 
when asked if they had anything 
to say or letters to send, requested 
that ‘they should be served the 
usual meal and after enting were 
despatched, to the prison in the

> OPENING OF THE UNION ‘. 
re CHURCH. 


The new Kowloon Union Church 
was opened by His Excelloncy tho 
Governor yesterday afternoon, In 
the presence of a large gatheting. 

The erection of: this modern 
which has 
fulfilled 2 great need, was 
rendered possible chiefly by n big 
gift made by the late Sir Paul 
Chater, and the amount which atill 
has to bo procured amounts to 
$1,634.70. 7 . 
© His Excellency, who was, nccom- 
panied by Lady Peel and Capt. 
T. A. Hf. Coltman, A.D.C., were met 
on arrival by the presiding Minfs- 
ter, the Rev. J. Horace Johnston, 
after which those present ‘sang 
two verses from Panim 18. This 
concluded, His Excellency, to- 
gether with Mr. D. Gow, walked 
up the steps to the front door of 
the new Church, which he opened 
with a golden key. 

+ In presenting the key to His Ex- 
cellency, Mr. Gow anid: 

Your Excellency, I am privileg- 
ed on. behalf of the minister, office 
Uenrera, and general body of the 
Kowloon Union Church to thank 
you for so honouring us by coming 
here this evening to open our 
new place of Worship. We would 
also respectfully acknowledge the 
presence of Lacy Peel. 

I have also the honour to ask 
your Excellency's acceptance’ of 
the key with which you have open- 
ed the doors of this new Church 
as a memento of the occasion, The 
key is presented by Messrs. Leigh 
& Orange, architects, who are res- 
ponsible for the design of this 
artistic and beautiful building, 
and who have very thoroughly 
supervised its construction 
throughout. 

We are hoping that with — this 
permanent, well appointed and 
comfortable place of worship, the 
Kowloon Union Church will enjoy 
a much wider support from Kow- 
loon residents in the future. . I 
now, Sir, have the pleasure to 
hand you this key. 

Speech by His Excellency 
the Governor. 

In accopting the key from Mr. 
Gow, His Excellency said: 

Mr. Johnston, Mr. Gow, ladies 
and gentlemen, it gives me 
yreat pleasure to open to-day thls 
new Union Church at Kowloon. 
I tender my sincere thanks for the 
key which has been presented to 
me as a memento of this happy 
ocension. The history of the 
Union Church'in Hongkong goes 
nearly as far back as the history 
of the British occupation here. 1 
was greatly interested to read the 
other day thr’ Dr. Lege wag the 
founder and tather of the Union 
Church in this Colony. As a boy 
I knew his nephew very well and 
on occasions heard the_ latter 
prench. This was some 45 years 
ago and I remember hearing then 
of Dr. or “Chinese” Legge nas he 
was sometimes called. I never 
anticipnted that I should one day 
be brought into direct contact 
with his work. He built the 
foundation of the Union Church 


“more strong and lasting’ perhaps 


than he realised and he would be 
delighted to sce’ the solid struc- 
tures which have been erected on 
that foundation. The © Union 
Church on the Island has’ long 
been a flourishing institution, but 
that here in Kowloon {8 of more 
recent growth and only started to 
reach solidity after the arrival of 
Mr. Johnston in 1923. It has 
passed through various vicissi- 
tudes but ix now firmly establish- 
ed and this success is undoubtedly 
in a Jarge mensure due to Mr.
